Two Trlb«U*n Proposed IB Memonr •« 


ttrentrit American Phllonopher. 
May 25, Jf)03, will be the one htm- 


dredtb anniversary of thc birth of 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, pot-t, lecturer 
and philosopher. How his birthday 
shall be commemorated Is just now a 
question agitating literary Uoston and 
especially that part of It that moves 
and has its being out at Cambridge, In 
thc precinct'} of Harvard university, 
for, since Emerson stands forth as per- 
haps the most distinguished literary 
man iu the entire list of Harvard grad- 
uates, it has been thought fitting that 
he should in some way be especially 
honored by his alma mater.

It Backed With flSO.OOO, He Offers to 


Make Dash For the Pole. 


Despite the fact that he recently an- 


nounced bis intention of never again 
attempting to find the north pole, Lieu- 
tenant Robert Peary, the arctic explor- 
er, declared the other night at the con- 
clusion of a lecture upon his last jour- 
ney to the far north, delivered before 
the Philadelphia Geographical society 
iu Witherspoon hall, that, provided any 
one would place $150.000 at his dispos- 
al, he would be willing -to undertake 
another expedition next summer in a 
ftnal endeavor" to reach the pole, says 
the New York Times.
